Lisbon 
and 
fired on th e city. 
Government forces quickly rallied 
to the defense and laid siege to the 
revolution force. 
Finally the pres­ 
sure against 
the rebels became so 
strong that they capitulated at 8 A. 
M. today.

Portuguese

Lisbon and Paris advices, some of 
the former garbled and deleted 
by 
censor, showed the 
revolt 
started 
early yesterday morning. 
Colonel Justian d o Esteves, at th at 
time, sought to storm the Campolide 
barracks, but he was arrested. 
While this message claimed that 
his coup “ miscarried,” later advices 
showed there had been violent fight­ 
ing last nig ht in the streets of Lis­ 
bon, a bom bardm ent of Lisbon across 
the Tagus by revolutionary members 
of two batteries of artillery and an 
answering siege by loyal republican 
troops. 
Finally at 8 A. M. today the rebel 
artillerymen capitulated, their coup 
resembling in brevity, th e 
marine 
revolt of last a utum n, 
which 
was 
suppressed in a single day. 


Lisbon, Feb. 3.— Lisbon this 
af­ 
ternoon is calm, following the sub­ 
mission of 120 rebels who attem pted 
yesterday a revolt against the gov­ 
ernment. 
Fifteen of the rebels were w o u n d ­ 
ed and th e entire group has been 
taken prisoner. 
Several houses were damaged in 
the course of the siege.

He had 
been eating his meals with the col­ 
ored help at the hotel.

told officials he had come to Biloxi 
in March, the day his hank at P lain­ 
view closed its doors. 
After leaving Plainview Sylvester 
went to Chcago 
and 
immediately 
left for Cincinnati, 
staying 
there 
one nig ht and went to Chattanooga, 
Tenn.. for one night, and then to 
Birmingham, Ala., leaving immedi­ 
ately for BTRflFI, Miss., where he be­ 
gan work on March 27 for a man 
named Hoffstetter on a truck g a r d ­ 
en farm. 
He worked on this farm 
three months then spent short peri­ 
ods at common 
labor 
in 
various 
parts of the state, finally 
securing 
the fireman's job at the hotel where 
he had been employed two weeks. 
When taken into custody Sylves­ 
ter seemed to be in a cheerful mood 
although lie appeared somewhat old­ 
er and thinner. 
It is expected the re tu rn trip to 
Minnesota will commence some time 
today.

ILLICIT CARGOES TO BE CAPTUR­

Washington, Feb. 3. — Seaplanes 
to guard the coasts of the 
United 
States against narcotic and 
liquor 
smugglers will be put in operation 
this spring or early summer, it was 
learned at the treasury department 
today. 
With a fleet of about IO 
planes tile coast guard plans to pa­ 
trol all coast lines, “spotting” ships 
with 
illicit 
cargoes 
and 
locating 
landing places used by the modern 
buccaneers. 
Congress haH been 
asked 
in 
tho 
deficiency appropriation 
bill which 
includes $7,000,000 for the guard to 
provde the money for the purchase 
of five new planes for law enforce­ 
ment work. 
These m achines w ill 
cost $150,000. 
In addition to the new flying boats 
the treasury departm ent is negotiat­ 
ing with the navy to acquire five of 
their seaplanes th a t are no longer 
listed as modern fighting planes, but 
nevertheless sturdy and capable 
of 
ta k in g the air at any time. 
Four of the new planes, according 
to tentative pions, will be sent to 
the New England coast. 
Along this
